The 32-acre Abney Park Cemetery is celebrating 
its 1 75th anniversary with a series of free events

O N its magnificent 
Egyptian-style 
entranceway, 
hieroglyphics bear 
this message: ‘The Gates 
of the Abode of the Mortal 
Part of Man.’ 

A stark reminder of the 
fragility of life, the words 
are a suitably imposing 
welcome for visitors to one 
of the capital’s greatest 
burial grounds, Hackney’s 
Abney Park Cemetery, 
which is 175 years old. 

Some 200,000 souls 
have been laid to rest in the 
cemetery, once a landscaped 
masterwork, now a very- 
much-loved wilderness in 
the heart of urban London. 

Among its inhabitants are 
some of the affectionately- 


titled ‘heroes of Abney’ 
including General William 
Booth, founder of the 
Salvation Army; William 
Pennington, survivor of the 
Charge of the Light Brigade; 
and Victorian music 
hall performer George 
Leybourne, who sang ‘The 
Daring Young Man on the 
Flying Trapeze’. 

More recently discovered 
is the tomb of Joanna 
Vassa, daughter of Olaudah 
Equiano, ‘The African’, 


a prominent anti-slavery 
campaigner from Nigeria. 

Once historic parkland 
owned by the Abney family, 
the 32-acre graveyard 
was created in 1 840 by 
the Abney Park Cemetery 
Company and designed 
by William Hoskins, a 
Professor of Architecture at 
King’s College London. 

At its inception, the park 
was literally an A-Z of 
nature. Trees ranging from 
the acer to the zanthoxylum 


were planted and 1,000 
varieties of roses were 
bedded. It was the elaborate 
vision of famous Hackney 
nurseryman George 
Loddiges and it laid the 
groundwork for the natural 
diversity seen there today. 

“Only a few of the 
original Loddiges trees 
remain,” says Deputy Chair 
of the Abney Park Trust, 
Alan Gartrell whose great- 
grandparents are buried 
in the park. “But there are 
some 200 old trees and a 
veteran tree walk. There 
are also wonderful fungus 
growths and a profusion 
of wild flowers, as well as 
sparrowhawks, owls and 
woodpeckers, rare moths 
and bees amongst the

wildlife. It is an amazing 
natural resource.” 

The park, now a local 
nature reserve, became 
known as one of London’s 
so-called Magnificent Seven 
cemeteries, which include 
Highgate, Brompton and 
Kensal Green, and were set 
up in the mid- 19th century 
to alleviate dangerous 
overcrowding in the 
capital’s churchyards. 

Indeed, visitors to 
Abney can tour more 
than 25,000 statues and 
monoliths peppered 
around the site, from the 
marble sleeping lion (the 
Trust’s mascot), which 
guards the grave of Frank 
Bostock, a travelling animal 
showman who kept his 


giraffes in nearby Yoakley 
Road, to the recently- 
listed war memorial which 
commemorates the 
civilian dead of the 
Second World War. 

Uniquely, for its time, 
no Act of Parliament was 
invoked to create the 
park, nor was the ground 
consecrated. It meant 
burials could take place 
without the involvement 
of the established church 
and the park became 
popular among non- 
denominational families. 

It has been attracting 
non-conformist fact and 
fiction ever since. Oliver 
Cromwell’s corpse, legend 
has it, may be buried 
in the cemetery after 


being disinterred from 
Westminster Abbey. His 
head, which graced a spike 
over Westminster Hall, was 
buried in Cambridge. 

More recently, a Seattle- 
based steampunk band 
named itself after the park, 
whilst tragic singer Amy 
Winehouse filmed the video 
for her hit ‘Back To Black’ 
in the cemetery. 

Alan adds: “The park 
is a place for people to 
walk, sit and exercise 
themselves and their pets. It 
is a cemetery which is still 
visited by families of those 
buried there and a source 
of interest both to those 
interested in the diversity 
of wildlife and the historical 
value of its monuments 


and dead.” 

The Trust is set to hand 
back lease of the park to the 
Council on 20 May and the 
two will continue to work 
together to improve the 
cemetery and enhance its 
use and accessibility, 
including repairs to the 
chapel and a bid for 
Heritage Lottery Funding. 

In celebration of its 175th 
anniversary, a series of fun, 
free events are taking place 
from 8 to 17 May.

T HE second Vitality 
Run Hackney half 
marathon will take 
place on Sunday, 

10 May, with over 13,000 
entrants of all ages and 
abilities due to take part. 

Following a successful 
debut last June - which saw 
12,500 runners pounding 
the streets of Hackney - this 
year’s race weekend kicks 
off on 9 May with a 5 km 
course around Hackney 
Marshes for 2,000 runners 
who are new to the sport. 

The main event takes 
place the morning after, 
with the 13.1 mile half 
marathon starting and 
finishing at Hackney 
Marshes.

their chosen causes. 

This includes the official 
race charities Cancer 
Research UK and The 
East End Community 
Foundation (EECF). 

Ben Fisher, who is running 
for EECF, said: “I’ve been 
volunteering with EECF 
which has really opened my 
eyes about the inequality 
happening across east 
London. It’s fantastic that 
every penny I raise will be 
making a difference in the 
lives of local people.” 

Youngsters will also be 
getting involved as they 
complete the final leg of a 
Hackney schools’ challenge. 
Pupils have been challenged 
to run a mile, once or twice 
a week, in order to complete 


12 miles before race day. 

They will run a final 1.1 
miles over the race course, 
to complete the equivalent 
of a half marathon, from 
9.30am on 10 May. 

Many of Hackney’s 
streets will be closed from 
7am to create a traffic- 
free route. Roads will 
re-open once runners have 
completed each section and 
when it is safe and feasible 
to do so. Most roads should 
be open again by 2pm.

I CAME to the UK 
aged eight,” says 
Chrisann Jarrett. “My 
mum had come a year 
earlier, because she was 
determined to study and 
support her family. It was 
December when I joined 
her and it was the first 
time I ever saw snow. I 
remember driving away 
from the airport feeling 
disappointed - it looked a 
bit dull and mucky.” 

Chrisann was determined, 
from the start, to work hard 
and not to disappoint. She 
recalls: “Coming to the UK 
was our opportunity to 
succeed. We arrived straight 
into Stoke Newington and it 
was a great place to be as a 
recent arrival. 

“I remember my first day 
at school and feeling like I 
didn’t stand out after all - 
there were so many different 
accents, colours and 
cultures in the playground. 

I had some wonderful 
teachers at Clapton Girls’ 


Academy who encouraged 
us not to limit ourselves.” 

At the academy she was 
made head girl and began 
to look into university 
courses. She says: “I saw 
a leaflet about all the 
amazing public events 
going on at the London 
School of Economics (LSE). 
I remember gazing at all 
these incredible speakers 
and thinking: that’s where I 
want to be.” 

The day she learnt that 
she had earned the A-level 
results to be accepted 
into that university was 
‘amazing’. She recalls: “I 
actually fell off my chair 
when I found out that I’d 
got in.” 

The elation, however, 
didn’t last long. She 
explains: “I sent off all the 
forms to apply for student 
finance, but I never heard 
back from them.” 

Her school put her 
in contact with an 
organisation called Just 
For Kids Law. Through 
them, she discovered that 
because her immigration 


status had not been settled, 
she wouldn’t be accepted 
as a ‘home student’ and 
would have to pay £16,000 
in tuition fees every year, 
without any support from 
student finance. 

“It was like being hit by 
a truck. I had worked so 
hard for so long and now 
everything I had aimed for 
was being ripped away. I 
asked the university to defer 
my place for a year, but in 
my heart I knew I would 
never be able to find that 


money. I thought I would 
never hear from LSE ever 
again,” she says. 

But quitting is not in 
Chrisann’s DNA. Instead, 
she began an internship 
at Just for Kids Law and 
launched a campaign, 

Let Us Learn, fighting 
to bring attention to the 
many migrant children 
in a similar situation. She 
explains: “I thought: at least 
if I can’t study law, I can do 
something this way. I met so 
many young people who’d 


had their ambitions ripped 
away from them. It was so 
sad for them, and so sad for 
the country too, because 
these people would never 
contribute to the extent that 
they might have.” 

It felt good to do 
something positive but, 
she was also saddened. “I 
felt different to my peers, 
somehow less than them. 

It was so demoralising, 
so difficult not to become 
disengaged,” she said. 

Then her luck changed. 
Chrisann said: “I got an 
e-mail from the LSE, I had 
to pinch myself, and then 
I had to send the e-mail to 
colleagues just to check that 
I’d read it correctly.” 

She had. LSE offered 
her two scholarships, one 
covering her entire tuition 
fees, and another for her 
living expenses. Since that 
day, Chrisann’s life has been 
transformed. 

Last month, she was 
named ‘Young Woman 
of the Year’, receiving 
rapturous applause from the 
audience at The Women on 


the Move Awards. Founded 
to recognise migrant and 
refugee women who make 
an exceptional contribution 
to UK society, the awards 
praised Chrisann for her 
tireless campaigning. 

She has also started her 
course at LSE. “The first 
time I attended a lecture 
it felt like I’d won the 
lottery. Finally, I could 
do what I wanted to do: 
study,” she says. 

Her ambition doesn’t stop 
here. She is still working 
on her campaign. “I might 
have found a way to pursue 
my ambitions. But so many 
people I met along the way 
are still stuck. At first, I 
didn’t want to talk about 
my scholarship, because I 
didn’t want to rub it in. But 
one of my friends said to 
me ‘it gives us all hope,’ so I 
keep trying to change things 
for them,” she says. 

Beyond that, she wants 
to forge a career in human 
rights law. “I’ve had to fight 
for my rights and now I 
want to help others do the 
same,” she says.

Get free summer flower seeds 

SOME 35,000 households in Hackney are set to receive 
free packets of flower seeds this month. 

Each packet contains up to 30 different summer 
flowering seed varieties which will add a 
splash of colour to any garden, windowsill 
or balcony. 

Residents can sow the seeds from 
April to June, and the flowers should 
appear from June to October this year, then grow 
again next spring. 

The packets also double up as information leaflets which 
promote the Council’s free garden waste collection service. 
Garden waste is collected every two weeks and turned into 
compost which is used in Hackney’s parks and allotments. 
Most homes with gardens get this service, but those that do 
not can book a free bulky waste collection instead. 
Residents can check if they can take advantage of a garden 
waste collection, order a free brown bin or reusable bag, or 
book a bulky waste collection, by visiting: www.hackney. 
gov.uk/recycling

Hackney-based company, 
completed the first project 
undertaken through the 
scheme earlier this year, 
providing solid wall 
insulation to a Haringey 
home (pictured above). 

Company founder 
Patrick McCool said: “The 
Smart Homes grant is a 
fantastic opportunity for 


homeowners to make their 
period homes much more 
comfortable to live in and 
much more energy efficient, 
bringing down their energy 
bills and making their home 
a better place to live.” 

Smart Homes grants are 
available for homeowners, 
private landlords and 
private tenants in six 


London boroughs - 
including Hackney - and 
the deadline for application 
is 30 April. To be eligible, 
residents need to pay a 
minimum of 25 per cent 
towards the total cost of 
the work which should 
be completed by the end 
of September.

Inconsiderate dog owners fined for failing to clean up after their pets in Clapton 


TWO people have been 
fined and one issued with 
a warning for failing to 
clean up after their dogs in 
a Clapton park. 

Daubeney Fields, also 
known as Clapton Park, 
is popular with children 
and families as it has a 
large playground, skate 
park and sports pitches. 
However, many people’s 


enjoyment of the park has 
recently been spoilt by some 
inconsiderate dog owners. 

Daubeney Fields Forever 
park user group contacted 
the Council and put small 
flags next to dog poos 
to draw attention to the 
problem. Council officers 
visited the park earlier this 
month and took action 
against three dog owners. 


Gerry Tissier, Chair of 
Daubeney Fields Forever, 
said: “Eight out of 10 dog 
owners who use the park 
clean up after their pets. 
Sadly, a small minority 
fail to bag and bin their 
dog’s mess. They spoil 
it for everyone else and 
create a health hazard. The 
Council’s crack-down gives 
a message that dog fouling 


will not be tolerated.” 

The fine for dog fouling 
is £80. Anyone who is 
caught more than once 
can be taken to court and 
fined up to £1,000. Those 
with any information 
about people not picking 
up dog poo can e-mail:

Everyone at 
Orchard works very hard 
to make sure children get 
the best start in life.” 

Four other Hackney 
schools were nominated 



and received £1,000 each. 
They were: Northwold, 
William Patten, St John 
and St James’ Church of 
England, and St Paul’s with 
St Michael’s primaries. 

Head of Hackney

Young people given a taste 
of the creative industries 

THE winners of a unique initiative, aimed at giving young 
people a taste of working in the creative industries, have 
been announced. 

The Council joined forces with educational charity D&AD 
and advertising agency Bartle Bogle Hegarty, to launch the 
‘NowCreate: Hackney’ project, aimed at giving young people 
a greater understanding of the design and advertising world. 
NowCreate set a brief to challenge young people to design 
a product or service to help tackle social isolation for older 
people living in Hackney. 

Each team of 1 4 to 1 8-year-olds were asked to conduct 
research and use their own knowledge to develop an idea 
to meet the brief. A two minute film was then produced to 
present their ideas to a judging panel of experts. 

Shortlisted entries were given the opportunity to work with 
staff from agency ustwo to develop their ideas further. The 
final pitches were then delivered at their offices. 

The winners were: Hackney Community College: ‘Convo’ 

- an app that helps older people with hearing difficulties be 
more independent. 

Skinners’ Academy: ‘Open Up Your School’ - a project that 
invites older people into schools to meet pupils and learn 
from each other. 

BSix: ‘Culture Cook’ - a competition that brings a range of 
young and old people together in pairs to share, learn and 
create recipes from their cultural backgrounds. 

Each of the winners will have their work profiled at key D&AD 
events in the summer. 



Hackney teenager wins prestigious Diana Award for her work on child poverty 



A HACKNEY teenager 
has won the prestigious 
Diana Award in 
recognition of her work to 
improve the lives of others. 

Eniola Festus, 14, a pupil 
at Haggerston School, is 
one of 16 young people 
from across the UK, leading 
the first-ever Children’s 
Commission on Poverty.

and gym-based exercise 
sessions at Clissold 
Leisure Centre under 
the supervision of Fit 
4 Health after-stroke 
specialist instructors. 

These sessions included 
a warm-up; cardiovascular 
exercises; light resistance 
movements; a cool-down 
and an opportunity to 
socialise afterwards. 

John said his confidence 
and fitness had greatly 
increased as a result of the 


help he received. Adding: 
“Despite having had a 
knee replacement some 
years ago, I’ve noticed my 
walking has improved, 
which hit the nail on the 
head for me.” 

His partner, Ruth, added:

New health hubs now open in 
estate community centres 

FOUR new health hubs have now opened in community 
centres in Hackney estates, offering free health sen/ices and 
activities under one roof. 

The hubs, which are funded by the Council and run by charily 
Shoreditch Trust, are located in Pembury, New Kingshold, 
Marsh Hill and Stamford Hill estates. 

Each hub has a health coach who works with residents for 
up to 1 2 weeks to help them identify their health goals and 
access services. 

The health improvement workers from Homerton hospital 
offer NHS health checks; stop smoking support; healthy 
weight management; alcohol support; information about and 
support to register with the Healthy Start For All scheme; and 
contraception and sexual health support. 

Additionally, some community centres also offer free and 
affordable exercise classes, and free ‘cook and eat’ sessions, 
where residents learn to make healthy, affordable meals then 
sit down and enjoy the food together. 

Hackney Health Hubs Project Manager, Lana Simpson, 
said: “We are really excited that the full range of health 
improvement sen/ices is available at each of the four hubs, 
and look forward to seeing many residents using them over 
the coming months.” 

The hubs will operate for an initial two year pilot period.

A SHARE of £370,000 
in funding to support 
healthy living projects in 
Hackney has been awarded 
to 32 community groups 
and projects.

The Mayor and councillors 

Councillors are elected by Hackney residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough elections 
took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee the Council and 


its services. They hold advice surgeries where 
residents can meet their local representative 
and ask them to take up issues that may 
be of concern. Generally they can help with 
Council related matters, but if the issue is the 


responsibility of another person or organisation, 
councillors can often point people in the right 
direction and tell residents who they need to see. 
Hackney has 57 councillors representing areas 
called wards - see map below. 



Hackney has an executive Mayor, Jules Pipe, who is not a 
councillor, but is directly elected by the entire borough. 

The Mayor is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the 
budget and all Council services. Civic and ceremonial duties are 
undertaken by the Speaker of Hackney who is elected annually 
from among the borough’s 57 councillors. The current Speaker 
is Cllr Sharon Patrick.

•500g diced chicken thighs 

• 2 white onions 

• 1 tbsp fresh ginger, garlic and chilli 

• 400g natural yoghurt 

• 2 tbsp turmeric 

• 2 tbsp garam masala 

• 2 tbsp gram flour (chickpea flour) 

• 1 tbsp mustard seeds 

• 1 tbsp salt 

• 1 tbsp pepper 

• 1 /4 bunch of coriander (chopped) 

• 200ml veg stock 
•50mlveg or sunflower oil 

• 50g tomato puree 

• Coriander to garnish (optional). 

Method 

• Marinate the chicken in 1 tbsp garam 
masala, 1 tbsp salt, 1 tbsp pepper and 1 


tbsp turmeric 

•Add a small amount of oil (1 5-20ml) to help the 
spices stick to meat. Set aside in the fridge for 
24hrs for best results 

• Preheat pan on a medium to high heat then 
add oil. Fry off the onions first and then the 
ginger, garlic, chilli and mustard seeds until 
golden (approximately 5-7 mins). Add tomato 
puree and vegetable stock and bring to the boil. 
Simmer for 10 minutes 

• In a separate pan, fry a touch of oil on a medium 
to high heat. Add the chicken and fry until sealed 
all over (3-4 mins). Drain off excess oil and add 
chicken to the sauce 

•In a bowl, whisk 400g natural yoghurt, 2 tbsp 
gram flour, 1 tbsp garam masala and 1 tbsp 
turmeric. Add this to your pan with the chicken 
and sauce, bring to boil, and simmer for 20mins 

•Serve with brown rice and garnish with coriander 
(optional).

2 As soon as may be after the Council make a general vesting declaration, they must serve notice of it on every occupier of any of the land specified in the declaration (except land where there is one of the tenancies 
described in paragraph 3) and on every person who gives them information relating to the land in pursuance of the invitation contained in any notice. When the service of notices of the general vesting declaration 
is completed, a further period begins to run. This period, which must not be less than 28 days, will be specified in the declaration. On the first day after the end of this period (“the vesting date”) the land described 
in the declaration will, subject to what is said in paragraph 4, vest in the Council together with the right to enter on the land and take possession of it. Every person on whom the Council could have served a notice to 
treat in respect of his interest in the land (other than a tenant under one of the tenancies described in paragraph 3) will be entitled to claim compensation for the acquisition of his interest in the land, with interest on 
the compensation from the vesting date. 

Modifications with respect to certain tenancies 

3 In the case of certain tenancies, the position stated above is subject to modifications. The modifications apply where the tenancy is either a “minor tenancy” i.e. a tenancy for a year or a yearly tenancy or a lesser 
interest, or “a long tenancy which is about to expire”. The latter expression means a tenancy granted for an interest greater than a minor tenancy but having on the vesting date a period still to run which is not more 
than the period specified in the declaration for this purpose (which must not be more than a year). In calculating how long a tenancy has still to run, where an option to renew or to terminate it is available to either 
party, it shall be assumed that the landlord will take every opportunity open to him to terminate the tenancy while the tenant will use every opportunity to retain or renew his interest. 

4 The modifications are that the Council may not exercise the right of entry referred to in paragraph 2 in respect of land subject to a tenancy described in paragraph 3 unless they first serve a notice to treat in respect 
of the tenancy and then serve every occupier of the land with a notice of their intention to enter and take possession after the period (not less than 1 4 days from the service of the notice) specified in the notice. The 
right of entry will be exercisable at the end of that period. The vesting of the land will be subject to the tenancy until the end of that period or until the tenancy comes to an end, whichever happens first.
